1. AS PROMISED IN REFTEL, WE NOW SEND OUR PREFERRED 
INDICATIVE LIST OF TOPICS TO GUIDE DISCUSSIONS ON S AND T 
AT CSCE. CHANGES PROPOSED FROM IS DRAFTED LIST IN CM (73) 

17 ARE NOT MAJOR AND MOST ARE DESIGNED TO REFLECT MORE 
ACCURATELY DISCUSSION AT JANUARY 17 EXPERTS MEETING AND 
TO FOCUS ON AREAS IN WHICH MULTILATERAL EFFORTS MIGHT BE 
MOST FEASIBLE AND APPROPRIATE. 

2. RE LIST A ( SUBJECTS IN WHICH WEST HAS PARTICULAR 
INTEREST) MISSION WILL NOTE ADDITION OF PHYSICS AND 
CHEMICAL RESEARCH INS PPORT O RECOMMENDATIONS IN FRG 
PAPER OF DECEMBER 1 . 1972, THAT BASIC RESEARCH ELEMENT 
IN S AND T DOSSIER BE REINFORCED. 

3. BOTH LISTS A AND B ( SUBJECTS OF PARTICULAR INTEREST 

TO EAST) CONTAIN ASPECTS WHICH SHOULD NOT BE DISCUSSED AT 
CSCE BECAUSE OF COCOM, OTHER EXPORT CONTROL REGULATIONS 
OR MILITARY SECURITY CONSIDERATIONS. IN OUR VIEW, IT 

WOULD BE USEFUL TO ADD A FOOTNOTE TO THE ANNEX MAKING 
THIS POINT. DUE TO THE DETAILED NATURE OF SUCH CONTROLS, 

IT IS NOT FEASIBLE IN THE ABSTRACT TO SPELL THEM OUT. TO 
ILLUSTRATE OUR CONCERNS IN THE MILITARY SECURITY AREA, YOU 
SHOULD ORALLY POINT OUT THAT WE RECOMMEND AVOIDANCE OF ( A) 
LEGAL ISSUES UNDER SPACE RESEARCH; ( B) CRYOGENIC POWER 
LINES UNDER ENERGY; AND ( C) BOTTOM MORPHOLOGY AND ACOUSTIC 
PROPAGATION UNDER OCEANOGRAPHY. 

4. FINALLY, WE WOULD PREFER OMISSION OF ITEM ON INDUSTRIAL 
FISHING SINCE SUBJECT IS ALREADY COMPREHENSIVELY AND ADE- 
QUATELY DEALT WITH IN EXISTING MULTILATERAL ORGANIZATIONS 
INCLUDING INTERNATIONAL NORTH ATLANTIC FISHERY COMMISSION. 
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HOWEVER, IF MAJORITY DESIRES INCLUSION, YOU MAY CONCUR. 

5. YOU MIGHT CALL ATTENTION TO FACT THAT EASTERN COUNTRIES 
AT HELSINKI HAVE ADDRESSED ENERGY ( INCL. POWER GRIDS) AND 
TRANSPORTATION AREAS IN CONTEXT OF ECONOMIC COOPERATION, 
RATHER THAN S AND T, ALTHOUGH ADMITTEDLY OVERLAP IS CON- 
SIDERABLE.
